Conserving Moisture 

Crops sown on 6ummerfallow this 
spring will benefit from moisture 
accumulated since about August, 
1942, as well as from rain which 
Ave all hope will fall this summer. 
Under average conditions, this 
involves about 30 inches of precipi¬ 
tation. 

Experiments conducted by the 
late Sidney Barnes at the Dominion 
Experimental Station, Swift Cur¬ 
rent, over a period of 11 years, 
merit careful study by all dry land 
farmers. Of the total precipitation 
which falls during the eummerfallow 
period of 20 months (for example, 
August, 1942 to April, 1944), not 
more than 30 percent is available 
to the eummerfallow crop. What 
becomes of the rest? 

1. Some percolates down though 
the subsoil; but this loss is 
negligible except in humid 
areas. 

2. Some runs ofi the field. 

3. A lot evaporates. 

4. Too much is used by weeds. 

We may ignore No. 1. Trash 

cover and, where feasible, contour 
tillago will reduce losses from No. 2. 
Loss from No. 3 is almost entirely 
unavoidable. With respect to No. 4 
it is significant that Mr. Barnes 
considered that preventing weed 
growth was the most important 
feature of summerfallow tillage. In 
his experiments, wheat yielded more 
than twice as much when weed 
growth on the fallow was prevented 
as it did when weeds were left 
alone until being plowed under on 
July 15th. 

It takes at least 300 pounds of 
water to produce oue pound of dry 
dead weed material.

should be systematically extin¬ 
guished. 

In dealing with those who would 
confine Canada’s economic and 
industrial structure within a sys¬ 
tem of rigid state control Mr. 
Coleman referred to the class, 
occupational and sectional jealou¬ 
sies being fostered and the en¬ 
couragement given young people 
to form organized pressure groups 
to struggle with the state and with 
each ether for a sharing of wealth 
which they are not encouraged or 
urged to create. 

“If those behind tills movement 
wore entrusted with executive 
power, lh-y would find that to 
satisfy the appetites they have in- 
fianv I, and to reconcile conflicting 
claim:; which they have fostered 
would bo a task beyond their 
powers", ho told the meeting.
